Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled, Tribes may, to the extent the number 
of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Cartes and the 
Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis , of the 
general standard, be recommended by the Commission by 
a relaxed standard to make up the defiriency in the reserved 
quota subject to the fitness of these candidate for inclusion 
in the Select List for each category irrespective of their rank* 
in the order of merit at the examination. 

Note.—Candidates should clearly understand that this 
m a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The 
number of persons to he included in each Select List on 
the result of the examination is entirely within the com¬ 
petence of Government to decide.
